1. This application is a RCE of SN 10/761,940. 

An amendment filed by applicants dated Oct. 5, 2007 have been entered. 

Claims 5-14 and 37 have been canceled. Claims 1-4, 15-36 are pending. Claim 38 has 
been withdrawn from consideration. 



2. Reason for Allowance

By the Oct. 5, 2007 amendments, applicants have corrected the 1 12 issues of the 
claims of record. Claim 38 will be rejoined with the compound claims thus the 
restriction between the compounds and the method of treating pain has been withdrawn.
